God £500 (of which I received £425.

my thanks and praise to Almighty God, 
the giver of all good. Amen.”

No counter-threat of resistance 
to the officer, if he without cause threat- 
‘ens to use force, will amount to an affray 
which will justify an arrest; for the of- 
-fense must arise before he threatens or

BEAUTY AT THE EASEL. 
The Falr Copyists Who Haunt the 
Art Galleries and What They Do. 

When the Pan-Americans visited the 
Metropolitan Art Museum, of New York, 
they were visibly impressed by many of 
the really wonderful things shown them 
by their guides, but candor compels the 
statement that their eves were more 
often fixed upon the pretty women copy- 
ing the masterpieces in the various yal- 
leries than upon the masterpieces them- 
selves. They also showed a marked dis- 
position to ask the fair copvists about 
the particular, picture before which the 
latter had placed their respective easels, 
and utterly neglected the polished ger- 
tlemen who stood at the elbows of the 
visitors for the express purpose of giving 
such information. Having learned all 
they cared to about the paintings, they 


proceeded to question the copyists about | ay 
4 


themselves, betraying a far livelier in- 
terest in the living subject than in the 
lifeless figures on the canvas. It is not 
at all strange that this was so. These 
same women—and the mien, too, for that 
matter—are far from being the least at- 
tractive feature of the Art Museum to 
those who visit it on Monday and Tues- 
day. Their work is, of course, confined 
to the galleries of paintings, the speci- 
mens of statuary possessing no attrac- 
tions for the imitative sculptor. The 
rules of the institution allow only two 
days in the week, the two upon which 
the attendance is the lightest, for the 
benefit of the copyists. The number is 
necessarily restricted, the greatest at any 
one time entitled to the privilege being 
about one hundred and fifty. The aver- 
age daily attendance is about twenty-five, 
four-fifths of thein being women. They 
work from ten o'clock in the moming 
until five in the evening, and work very 
hard indeed during that time. Most of 
them are students, but a fair proportion 
are there for the purpose of transferring 
from one canvas to another the work of 
a master hand and brain at the instance 
of some art-loving customer who is not 
able to pay the sum demanded for an 
original work of merit, but wishes to 
have in his salon at least a good repre- 
sentation of fuch a work. 

The visitor who has been through the 
art galleries of Europe is at once struck

extended, except by special permission 
of the owner, to such as are merely on 
exhibition or loaned to us, This per- 
mission is seldom piven, the owners 
generally being averse to having copies 
made.” 

“What paintings are oftenest copied?” 

“That is a difficult question to answer. 
Geuerally speaking, I should say that 
those in the Wolf collection were the 
most popular, but that may be because 
permission to copy them is the easiest 
toget. They all belong to the museum, 
and no other permission is necessary. 
As to individual paintinga, the fancy to 
copy them runs in streaks, When aise 
production has an unusually good sale 
everybody wants to copy that particular 
painting for a while: then another takes 
its place, and so on through the list. 
Another influential element is the taste 
of the customer, most of the copies being 
made to order. That, too, is variable. 
favoring first one artist or school and 
then another.

their lives. Here the copyists are neatly, 
even smartly dressed, bright-eved, quick 
witted and full of hope. The women are 
all pretty, and the men rather prosperous 
looking. One looks in vain for the long 
hair, attenuated limbs, velvet cont and 
slouch hat of the typical artist, and finds 
instead the sturdy limbs, the sock coat 
und derby hat of comimerce, or the slen- 
der waist, bright eves and sunny hair of 
young womanhood.
